Lumber is one of the chief freight 
commodities 
produced by land 
Its 
weight per acre surpasses corn bar ¬ 
ley oats wheat and rye 
Few people are aware of the care 
used by railroads in keeping tab of 
the productiveness of 
land 
along

the amount of freight produced by 
various crops 
Heavier 
the 
crops 
per acre the more business 
for the 
railroads 
Nor 
are 
there 
many 
people 
who think of lumber 
as a 
crop 
and one of the most import- 
ant

a large share of the freight busi ¬ 
ness of railroads 
The quantity of freight produced 
by a crop depends upon soil region 
and kind of crop
